Tell Rules 
For Cyclists 


Twenty-four do’s and don’ts for 
bicyclists were listed today by .Po- 
lice Chief Herbert L. Swinney of 
Ontario. 

Remember—a _ bicycle 
comes out secnod best when 
volved with a car in an accident. 


You may have the “right of way” 
at times—byt*-don’t give up your 
life trying to demonstrate it. 
Always ride on the right side of 
road and within five feet of curb 
except when passing parked cars 
oy other obstacles or making left 
turns, or whenever common sense 
dictates otherwise. Always stop 
| for stop signs.’ , 

Always ride, in a straight line 
; When practicable. Don’t do the 
unpredictable. The motorist be- 
hind you can’t read your mind. 
Never carry another passenger on 
your bike with you. Always ride 
single file when on a road trav- 
eled by motor vehicles. Always 
keep hand on_ handlebar3—don’t 
trick or stunt ride.
